patcher in the M., K. & T. railway dis­ 
patching office in this city, observed 
his seventieth birth anniversary and 
now feels that he is probably the old 
est train dispatcher working in the 
state Qi Missouri, as well as one of 
tile oldest telegraph operators in the 
country. 
Mr. Lytle has been a 
dispatcher 
for the Katy for twenty-nine years 
and has worked for that comi>any in 
Moberly most of th at time. 
He toe 
up telegraphy in I860—fitty-five years 
ago—and has worked at the occupa­ 
tion alb but two years since. 
He has worked in Pennsylvania, Il­ 
linois, O 
h 
Missouri, Kansas,* Min­ 
nesota end Wisconsin. The esteemed 
gentleman is an 
interesting 
talker 
and can tell some interesting things 
about railroads and telegraphy in the 
various stages of their existence— 
both by his experience and 
by 
the 
studies he bas made of the business. 
When a fifteen year old boy Mr. 
Lytle learned to handle the key and 
give the code on paper as it was giv­ 
en in t he early days. 
Then he secured a position as op­ 
erator on the Burlington 
& 
Bread- 
1(‘|) mine railroad, a Pennslvvania line 
oj about seventy miles, and worked 
until 18G2, two years from the time he 
first set down to an instrument for 
salary, which he says was low, but 
satisfactory in those day 
When h° left the H. A: B, he went 
to tie 
Pennsylvania 
lailroad 
and 
worked for three years before going 
to the A. T. & AY., which is now’ the 
X. V. P. & O. 
He worked for this 
company 
at 
Meadville, Pa., for six 
months 
and 
went to the Pittsburg, Ft. W ayne and 
Chicago road in Ohio as a dispatch­ 
er. 
Then he moved to the Kansas 
Pacific, now the Union Pacific, as 
dispatcher and chief clerk to the gen­ 
eral roadmaster. 
lie worked in Junc­ 
tion Pity, Kansas, until he was sent 
to A.beline, Kansas, an an agent. 
Hight here he quit the railroad and 
went into the stock business, but he 
could not stay away from the tele­ 
graph key any longer than two years. 
In 1872 he went to the Burlington 
at Mendota, 111, and worked as dis­ 
patcher for ten years. 
In 
1882 
he 
went to Sedalia as a dispatcher on 
the Missouri Pacific and after about 
three years of work there he went 
back to the “Q” in Lacrosse, Wis., 
as superintendent of transportation 
on a new line. 
Later he took a trick at Brainard, 
Minn., on tne Northern Pacific, but 
one month there satisfied him, and 
on account of the cold and inclement 
weather in the north, he went to tile 
Katy at Hannibal. 
His first day as 
dispatcher on the Katy was Julj 2nd, 
ISSC. 
He went to Moberly Septem­ 
ber 27th, 1886. 
Speaking of his record as a train

Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, aud spoil 
the shape of the cake.

Note—Biscuits or other pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
shapes for tile oven, hake in a hot oven.

The report in 
full follows; 
The spring season in Missouri is 
opening late. Much cold, cloudy wea­ 
ther during March held back farm 
work. In some sections snow' fell dur­ 
ing the last w'eek of the month. 
At 
Columbia the 
highest 
temperature 
during th month w'as 63 on the 24th 
and the lowest 24 on the 9th. 
The 
mean temperature was 35.2, as com­ 
pared 
with 
41.4 
normal 
for 
this 
month. 
Total precipitation w'as 1.15 
inches; normal for this month, 3.3 
inches. 
Despite 
this 
deficiency in 
moisture for the month, the soil is 
well filled with water and many take 
this to mean a good crop prospect. 
W’heat—Condition of wheat for the 
state is 88.8 per cent, as compared 
with 99.8 one year ago. 
By sections, 
condition of wha£ as reported by state 
board of agriculture correspondents 
is: 
Northeast, 95 per cent; north­ 
west, 91; central, 85; southwest, 84; 
southeast, 89. 
Hessian fly and very 
late seeding .together with unfavor- 
abl weather during March, are given 
as the causes for present, wheat con­ 
dition. 
However, on the whole the 
prospect is promising. 
The ten-year 
April I average condition on wheat 
is 86.4. The lowest condition for the 
decade was 67.5 in 1910. 
The crop 
for that year averaged 13.2 bushels 
per acre. 
In seven of the ten years 
April I the condition has been 91 or 
mor, the highest being in 3914. Acre­ 
age 
of

crop is 7 per cent 
greater than that harvested in 1914, 
being 2,308,500 acres. 
Oats—The oat crop 
is

than usual. 
Corre­ 
spondents estimate

In a recent, bulletin on “The Cook­ 
ing of Vegetables,” by 
Miss 
Louise 
Stanley, associate professor of home 


economics at the University of Mis­ 


souri, Miss Stanley points out that 


the chief reason 
for cooking vege­ 


tables is to make them more digesti­ 
ble by softening the cellulose and by 
causing the starch to swell and as­ 
sume a gelatinous consistency. 


When starch is changed in this way 


it is said to be hydrolyzed. Hydrolyz­ 
ed starch is digestible; raw starch is 


indigestible. Those vegetables which 
have no starch or 
relatively 
small 
amounts of cellulose 
can be 
eaten 
raw. 
Miss Stanley 
further 
emphasizes 
that many housekeepers make the mis­ 
take of boiling vegetables in a large 
amount of water draining off the wa­ 
ter in which mineral salts and sugar 
from the vegetables are present. 
When the water containing these 
constituents is drained 
off a 
large 
amount of the nutritive value of the 
vegtable is lost. 
The most serious waste in throwing 
away the w'ater in which the vegeta­ 
ble has been cooked is the 
loss 
of 
mineral matter, which is necessary to 
build up and prevent the decay of 
teeth. 
It is desired that strong flavored 
vegetables lose a part of their flavor. 
Fully as satisfactory as the method 
of pouring off water is the plan of 
cooking the vegetable in an uncover­ 
ed vessel and allowing a part of the 
flavor to pass off in steam.
